1)° YOU know what they say about busy people? “If you 

want to be sure something is done, give it to a busy 
person to do.” That's because the busy girl usually budgets 
her time so that she has room for everything, including in- 
evitable emergencies. 

Let's figure out about how much time there actually is 
to expend, Whether you're the world’s most on-the-go girl 
or its dawdlingest daydreamer, you both have the same 
amount of time at your disposal. It’s a simple matter of 
arithmetic that, in any week, there are exactly 168 hours. 

What do you have to do in this time and what do you 
want to do in it? Most teen-agers’ lives are spent this way: 
60% of your hours is taken taken with sleeping, bathing, 
dressing, eating, classes; 5% goes for transportation between 
school and home. About 35% (about 58 hours) is left to 
do with as you choose

Your employer, perhaps because of ignorance or be 
cause she doesn't like to see someone sitting around 
“doing nothing,” may ask you to perform duties that 
you should not be expected to do—without extra charge 
Here are some suggestions on how to handle that 
situation. Since prices are flexible, you will have to 
work them out more carefully with your employer. 

The rate for one hour's sitting in large cities is ap 
proximately 75¢. Prices vary elsewhere, but in small 
towns, it averages around 55¢ an hour. For time over a 
half hour, you may ask for a full hour's payment; for 
less than a half hour, no extra charge 

This payment may be just for being on hand and 
alert, or for playing with the child, reading to him if 
necessary, and tucking him into bed 

Once the children are asleep youre not expected to 
keep yourself occupied by being general clean-up maid 
family ironer or handy duster, unless arrangements are 
made to pay you for such services. Or unless you 
sincerely want to help out. Occasionally washing the 
coffee cups your Mrs. Smythe left when she dashed 
out or emptying an ashtray can earn an employer's 
gratitude and pay off in the end. But that’s up to you 

You can arrange ahead of time a flat fee for such 
duties as washing dishes—or feeding and bathing the 
children. A fair fee for these special jobs would be 
50¢ to 75¢ an hour. 

If you're asked to stay after midnight, you may 


25¢ an hour—but again, this depends

for your time. It doesn’t pay to be inflexible about 
prices. 

If the occasion is special—a holiday night, for in 
stance—you might charge a flat rate for the evening 
which is slightly higher than your usual hourly rate.

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The Clothes Closet 


... Practically everything you need to know 


about buying stockings and making them last! 


HEN is a stocking perfect for you? When it looks 

beautiful, feels comfortable and wears well! A good 
stocking shows its quality. While low-priced bargains can 
be costly, blindly paying a high price is no guarantee of 
quality either. 

When you buy stockings, look for clarity of texture, par- 
ticularly in the ankle area. Your stockings should not only 
be wrinkle-free but strain-free. If they are flawless with 
even stitches, they will look beautiful on your legs. 

Look for full-bodied color to give your legs an attractive 
appearance. Avoid washed-out, dull tones. 

The welt (top part of stocking) should be 4 inches deep 
to provide an ample gartering area, and the welt should 
stretch to a good twelve inches for comfort. 


Know the Terms 

Denier is the word used to denote the weight or thick- 
ness of nylon yarn, The higher the denier number, the 
thicker the varn and more durable the stocking. For ex- 
ample, 30-demer hose, also called Walking Sheers, are for 
the strenuous life; 15-denier, also called Dress Sheers, are 
for dress-up occasions: 10-12 denier, also called Evening 
Sheers, are very, very sheer, 

Gauge refers to full-fashioned hosiery and measures the 
closeness or fineness of the stitches. A high gauge has more 
and finer stitches and should give added wear and snag 
resistance 

Needle count velers to seamless hose and also indicates 
the closeness of the stitches. The higher the needle count, 
the closer and finer the knit. 


Buy to Fit 


To insure a good-fitting stocking, find out what size and 
length is right for you. Consider the length of your foot, 
the length of your leg, and the volume of both. The girl 
with the short, wide foot and short, plump leg may need 
the same size stocking as a girl with a long, narrow foot 
and a medium-long leg, because the volume in each case 
may be the same. The size of your calf or your thigh can 
affect the length—also how long or short you like your 
garters. 

You can determine your foot size by telling the sales 
girl the size and width of your shoe. The salesgirl can 
#lso help you find your right stocking length. 


Take Good Care 


Nylon stockings can be wonderfully tough if you treat 
them right. Here are tips on how to make them last. 


1. Wash them after each wearing. Use lukewarm water 
and mild soap or synthetic detergent. Rinse thoroughly in 
clear water. For quick drying, roll them in a towel. 

2. Don’t hang them in sunlight or near a hot radiator. 

3. Beware of snag-makers. This includes splintery clothes- 
pins, rough places for hanging, rough spots on hands or 
feet, rings on fingers. If your hands are rough, slip on 
mittens or gloves when putting on stockings; wear rubber 
gloves when you wash them. 

1. Never grab stockings at the top and pull on with a 
yank, Roll stockings down and fit on, first at the toe and 
foot. Then, unroll gently as you slide them up over your 
legs. 

5. Don't garter stockings below the welt. 

6. Don't wear them too short in the foot or leg. 


7. Keep toenails trimmed. It will help eliminate holes 
and rips in the toes. 

8. If you get holes in the heels, check your feet and 
shoes. A torn lining or rough place in your shoe can do 
harm. So can callouses. Rub them gently with pumice 
stone after bathing, then cold cream them. 

9. Time does not weaken nylon, so stockings are not 
harmed by storage. But store them away from articles with 
rough edges. 

10. Buy at least two pairs of stockings the same shade. 
After one stocking goes, you still have a good pair left 
and one extra to make still another set later on when num- 


ber 3 goes.

ET’S look in on Shanta Mahtab, a 
4 teen-ager, who lives in New Delhi, 
the capital of this democratic republic. 
What an family the 
Mahtabs have! There are 20 people 
living in her parents’ household, al- 
though they have just 6 sons and daugh- 
ters. It is the the 
relatives to stay close together, and so 


cnormous 


custom for all of 
her uncles and aunts and cousins and 
grandparents live under one roof, Their 
aflairs—money and social matters—are 
handled by the oldest able man and the 
family considers itself to be one unit 
in earning and spending its income. 
However, this type of joint family is 
fast disappearing. 

Shanta speaks English and Hindi, one 
of 14 recognized languages (there are 
about 220 in all of India)! At present 
both Hindi and English are the official 
languages of India and by 1965 Hindi 
will be the only official language. Most 
of Shanta’s high school subjects are 
taught in English. She is interested in 
homemaking and plans to go to college 
to study home economics 

She wears the Kum-Kum, a 
black beauty spot placed on the fore- 
head of girls. It represents prosperity 
or joy. Her richly 
silk sari. This is a 
material five or six yards long and usual 
ly has a printed, woven or sewed-on 
border, It is wrapped around the body 
to form a long dress. Her 
open-toed and flat. She loves jewelry, 
as Indian girls do, and is rarely with 
out her gold necklace and 
other bangles worn high on her arms.

The event she looks forward to most 
is Diwali, the festival of lights. This is 
a Hindu religious which 
takes place sometime during the last 
two weeks of October, or first week of 
November when school is closed. 

During a normal day, Shanta eats a 
light breakfast of coffee and 
Indian bread, on rising, because lunch 
time is very early—10 a.m.—just before 
opening of school (and business offices, 
too) at 10:30. It might consist of dal 
(a heavy soup of lentils cooked with

spices), chicken curry or vegetable cur- 
ry, hot lemon pickle or cauliflower 
pickle, and for dessert, curds (like yog 
hurt) with nuts 
chopped up in it, or halwa.

The third meal is usually eaten at 
about seven in the evening. It might 
consist of meat or fish, chappati (like 
pancakes), rice, vegetables, salad, chut- 
neys and the like. Of course, Shanta 
enjoys a snack or two during the day 
with tea or coffee.
